C. Ltovis submitted to directors 
of the .Siena M.ilre Savings Bank 
chis week fairly bristles with in¬ 
teresting :nforrnation about .Sierra 
Madre. It not only shows that

Because we are fortunate 
enough to have few fires and 
light fire losses, we must not for¬ 
get the fire department's impor. 
tancfc to the city. The equipment 
should be of the best and in good 
order. The men who do the work 
mu.st be constantly drilled to keep 
acquainted with operation of the 
machinery. Many men are needed 
to assure an adequate crew for 
fires. Sierra Madre is building 
up rapidly, creating more fire 
hazard each year. The mountains 
above the city are covered with 
protective brush that is very com 
bustible. To lo.se the bru.sh by 
fire would endanger the city wit’.i 
"run-cff" storm water. To say 
that we are not in need of an ef¬ 
ficient fire department is iust 
plain foolish talk. It la hard to 
believe that such things would be 
said, but they are, and almost 
daiily by someone. 

Throughout the country, care- 
le.ss cigarette ^.moking has caused 
more fires than any other single 
cause. Becau.se of our mountain 
bru.sh. inkers and those living 
near the mountains must be ever 
conscious of their cigarettes. To 
go to bed with a lighted cigarette 
is almost suicide. Some of us can 
fall asleep in a very .short time 
after retiring. It does happen, so 
why take a chance?

$96,427,910, were owned by the 
federal government a.s of Septem¬ 
ber 1, 1943, the a.ssociation stated. 

In Alpine county, 90 per cent 
of the area of the county is 
owned by the federal government. 
Other counties where more than 
0<1 per cent of the county area 
is federally-owned include: Inyo 
86 per cent; Trinity, 76 per cent; 
San Bernardino, 72 per cent; 
Tuolomne, 72 per cent; Plumas, 
68 per cent; Del Norte, 67 pdr 
cent; Mono, 65 per cent; Modoc, 
61 per cent; Lassen, 58 per cent; 
Siskiyou, 58 per cent; Sierra, 56 
per cent; Tulare, 50 per cent; 
Frc.sno, 49 per cent; Ventura, 48 
per cent; Santa Barbara, 47 per 
cent; Maripo.sa and Riverside, 45 
per cent; Lake, 42 per cent; El 
Dorado, 41 per cent. 

Over the State as a whole, it 
is estimated that 43 per cent of 
the area, with an as.se 3 .s 0 d value 
of $320,000,000, is federally owned. 
In atUlitjon, the federal govern, 
ment owns personal property with 
an estimated value in excess of 
$1,500,000,000. 

"The federal government al¬ 
ready permits the States to tax 
certain federal property and re¬ 
moval of the three words would 
merely take from the California 
Constitution tiie present prohibi¬ 
tion of the taxation of any federal 
property, even where federal law 
permits such taxation,” the asso¬ 
ciation .stated.

bo;vm, find they like California a 
lot better than To^as, Nebraska. 
Florida or wherever else they 
came from. They plan to remain 
here after the war is over and 
war industries are no more. Only 
one and one-half per cent, accord¬ 
ing to the surveys, have any 
thought of leaving' That means 
that California must create per¬ 
haps a half million peace-t'mp 
jobs for workers who were the 
pre-war responsibility of other 
states!
